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KUSDDSB could not specie osrraan w ©31, end purpfetfd hereelf to be a writer, 
the subject offered to assist KIK0D8B in tranfl#i.mg KIKODSE's stories 
from Russian to Qercmn. 

bhe related tbot KIK0D5E never appery to have any steady 
employacnt; that she hod numerous love affair n^aelly of very short 
duration, some of them with persons of dubloiuto&racter and background. 
Subject could not furnish any specific dnfbrratoa vith resect to any 
of these individuals. She said that KIKOD5E fcyrxnod that aho was bom 
in 1517, however, subject suspected that she wi born around 1912. 

JdKCDSE told subject her father was en engineefested her mother t doctor.

KIKODSB informed subject that she mtiJLed very early, about 16, 
to e man of Polish origin named JAKEfilTSCH cn<fo*:y resided in Moscow and 
Leningrad. At one time BIKQDSE was reported %eve studied Russian 
language and literature in collsges in the aba edit lea, apparently never 
graduated. Subject toileted that EEKQDSE at became interested 

in newspepor work and started writing fi woe shlie ter demonstrated s certain 
amount of technical knot&s dge in the nefwspepennfcllishing and editing field* 
Subject did not believe that KIKOD5E was regulUjr csplo jod, however, since 
her four hus ends wore reportedly well off sndfe** did not need to work for 
a living.

fdfCODSE informsd ei&jeot ot one tiasMfc- she once worked as 
a sales girl in t nerfuw store in ftflls, reck** V. S* S. R., which 
employment was presumably right before the war&d 1939. Subject be- 
lieved KIKODSE tad also spent tine in Rostov altfcLfitigorek prior to World 
Par II. 
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KIKODSE informed subject that at one time she wae urged to 
join the Consjunist Party In fiussia but avoided it b> claiming that she 
felt unworthy. Subject know of no other organisations to which KXK0R& 
belonged andwaa of the opinion KIKOBSh was not affiliated with any 
kind of organisation cither in Berlin or Munich, Germany. KUtODSE wan 
ostensibly strongly opposed to the (toargien Oowaittae in Berlin during 
the war and appeared to be very strongly sntt-tassuniBtiOt She pro- 
fesaed hatred of the Soviet Bog law* 

Subject believed KXKOEDSE to be of Greek Orthodox religion and 
said the letter did beUevo in God, tower, a clergyaan probably mild 
have difficulty in describing her beliefs since her religion always 
seeaed to the subjeot to be a confused mixture of funny superstitions, 
complete nonsense end ignorance. 

Subject said KCDDSS nsde friends very cosily even with couplets 
" strangers, but r etained very fee friends due to her difficult personality. 
She said KIKDCSE is very suspicions by nature end tod the disgusting 
tendency to call everyone whoa she did not like a Soviet any. Subject 
stated that wmy of KIKODSE's friends appeared to to professional black- 
marketeers, criminals end other dubious characters, but subject did not 
suspect any of these of being a spy. 

Subject furnished a written memorandum concerning her knowledge 
of KIKODSE, the latter fort of which is set forth verbatim 

* "Jtersonslly I don't tolieve that NINA K. woo either a German 
or a Soviet spy* She probably gave the Gormans cose information 
during the war, however I doubt the value of any information she 
could possess. As to her being s spy for the Soviets - I don 9 t 
think they would trust her, or that anybody borides same fertile 
Hollywood brains would try to use her os a spy. But she regarded 
herself as an authority on espionage, secret service eto», was 
always hinting her association with such organisations (Osman 
or American) with the reeult tbst half of the people who knew her, 
were convinced that she is a Soviet Spy. 

Subject advissd, however, that ehe did not entirely discount 
the possibility KIRDDSE way have worked with Soviet or (toman intelli- 
gence at one time since she eeeaed to have bobs to owl edge of their 
operations and techniques* She also recalled that on one or two occasions 
KXKOBSB bad exhibited some sort of pc per issued by the (tebclme feldpolesei, 
the Gernan Secret Folios, at Which tine JdKODSE olelaed to have same 
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connection tdth this organisation. KHQD5B also added that ohs c tm 
to Berlin in 19h3 at about the time the State of Georgia was overrun 
by the (fermana. Subject a pain net KIKDDSE at UNNBA University in Munich, 
Germany about l&y or June, 19U6 when KXKODS5 enrolled but did not attend* 
Subject stated this university was a meeting place for foreigners in 
Munich at that tisra. Subject end KIICODSE again resumed their friend- 
ship at Uhnioh and subject confirmed inforaation relative to EIBDIJSEfa 
residance at Munich from About June, 1%6 to approximately Dsoesber, l?h9 
subject left for the United States* She advised that KIKODSB hue 
also attempted to coas to the United Sts tea without success. She has 
not corresponded with KIK0D5E since cosing to this country. 

Subject further described KIKODSE, ms furnished in her state- 
©ant, as follow at 

"As to her health - she has a pelvic inflammatory disease 
and probably has hod it for a long ties and is afraid of surgery./ 

As far as her mental condition is concerned I would like to quote 
a needled dictionary in a description of the mental disease 
(paranoia 1 - V chronic, psychotic entity characterised by fired, 
but ever-expending systematized delusions of persecution* General 
characteristics are sensitive, suspicious, jealous, brooding nature} 
excessive sGlf-conflaiouonesa, fixed ideas, developed into well- 
eyatcaatlscd, logical delusions, m® galomania (i psychosis characterized 
by Idoao of personal exaltation & delusions of grandeur), rare 
hallucinations, repressed homosexuality, inability to make oon- 
osssions. • Ihio descriptions fits exactly her B&ntal condition. 

Subject Advised that KXKODSE. was a ^fantastic liar, preferr- 
ing to lie when the truth would serve just as wall. Mis was crtreasly 
gregarious and talked a constant stream*. Subject felt that this treit 
olus her instability and her habit of constant lying would preclude 
the possibility of subject's being on cared in espionage at the present 
time. 



Subjeot recalled that KX BOISE claimed someone bad attempted 
to poison her onnroximetoly during the stunner of 19ti9« However, subject 
believed KIKODSB nos lying and could not furnish sny further details. 

Zn her suaaary concerning KIKOBSB, subjeot continued as 

follows i 

"Jbout KINA K. writing - she was to lasy to write much, half 
of her stories gristed only in her la&g&ativn, but from what I 
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have Been I mast any that she hed a certain gift for vriting, a 
gasfl ccmaaod of tha languora and a uonderfvU fantasy, which she 
vaa using dally, inventing brand new versions of her pact and 
present* 

"I would like to add that she is a produo t of the Soviet 
system with its elnays present suepitlons, investigations and

Subject advised that ehe associated with KXB0&5S because the 
latter was a wary colorful, talkative interesting person of warm p sr- 
flonelity aha in spite of her maj faults wee potentially a very fine 
-erson. She acid that on many occasions she had hsard others denounce 
EEflODSB aa a Soviet spy but subject paid no attention to these denuncia- 
tions since obe felt they vers without any basis in fact.

of Soviet espionage. Subject stated thot she did not believe that Bed 
Rsiqhenhall could be a food point of foviet espionage as It is "too 
s m a ll and everyone 1 totems everyone else". 

TOITIKOS OF KIKDB5B 

Subject advised that she still has throe or four short stories 
th ich KIKQDSE wrote in Hussion end which vers given to the subject for 
translation. One of these stories captioned "The Suicide of on Important 
Communist in V, &• 5* R* N reflects an anti-Stalin, anti-Cocsattnist vies 
point* 

The story concerns a mm who thnss out of the window 

of the ''Tbilisi" Hotel presumably in some large city in Jtussia* A large 
crowd which gathered was dispersed by the Secret Police who pointed 
revolvers at the passers and even arrested those who cam too close* 
Immediately rumors spread that J0S& DIAZ on important Spanish Communist 
leader had committed suiolds* The local KKVD spread their own rumor 
that despairing of an "incurable decease? DIAZ had committed suicide* 
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Thou the directives from headquarters arrived stating that DIAZ filed 
in his own bad, striking rumors of suicide* The story then describes 
the funeral in which the feces of the mes&ers of the 0® or pi an Govern- 
msnt bore en indifferent and annoyed expression* The story continues 
that &TMLBJ bed nainUined silence concerning the death end that were 
the truth known, DIAZ, « passionate Spaniard, devoted to the Caswunist 
idee, had comittad suicide after seeing the "complete breatootsn of ell 
his Ideals brought about by Soviet reality*. It continued w profoundly 
disappointed as to the practical possibility of realiisotion of Gmsmmleaj 
this honest leader of the Spanish Communist movement, faithful to hie 
Communist creed, preferred the death of a martyr end threw himself down 
on the {awing stones of the •Tbilisi*". The story continued that 
STAIIN's reaction was one of powerless rage which lasted two days, not 
only that DIAZ and the other Spaniards had lost tbs Civil War in which 
STALIN had inveoUd millions, but DIAZ had else dared to die in such a 
scandalous manner* The story candudes trith the following linet "the 
most important Spanish Goesraniet perished by suicide and that in the 
leading Communis tic country of the world, the V. 8* 6. JU”
